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INTRODUCTION. 

HISTORY. 

TTJhk  first  steps  toward  the  establishment  of  this  institu- 
-*  tion  were  taken  in  Findlay,  O.,  during-  the  sittings  of 
the  General  Eldership  of  the  Churches  of  God,  in  May,  1881. 
This  body  meets  triennially,  and  is  composed  of  ministerial 
and  lay  delegates,  appointed  by  the  various  annual  Elder- 
ships throughout  the  United  States.  The  question  of  found- 
ing an  institution  of  learning  had  been  agitated  for  a  number 
of  years,  but  nothing  permanent  had  been  agreed  upon.  A 
special  session  was  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  this  pro- 
ject, the  discussions  were  animated  and  unanimously  in 
favor  of  a  college,  several  thousand  dollars  being  at  once 
subscribed  for  such  a.  purpose.  The  whole  matter  was  then 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  General  Eldership 
with  instructions  to  at  once  take  the  necessary  steps  toward 
locating  and  establishing  a  college  to  be  owned  and  controll- 
ed by  the  Churches  of  God  in  North  America,  unsectarian  in 
its  influences,  and  to  extend  equal  privileges  to  all  irrespec- 
tive of  sex,  race,  or  color.  From  the  beginning  there  has 
been  great  unanimity  of  sentiment  in  regard  to  making  the 
college,  in  every  respect,  a  first  class  institution.  This  call- 
ed for  consetrated  effort.  Ohio  was  chosen  because  it  is  cen- 
tral, and  the  activity  and  liberality  of  the  citizens  of  Findlay 
elected  their  city  as  the  site  of  the  new  college. 

On  the  28th  of  January,  1882,  the  college  was  incorporat- 
ed under  the  title  of  kiFindlay  College."  The  following  are 
the  names  of  the  original  incorporators:  Jeremiah  M.  Car- 
veil,  Robert  L.  Byrnes,  of  Pennsylvania;  Isaac  Schrader,  of 
Indiana;  Tobias  Koogle.  Jacob  M.  Cassel,  Anderson  C.  Heck, 
John  C  Strickle,  and  Geo  F.  Pendleton,  of  Ohio.  This  cor- 
poration held  a  meeting  for  the  election  of  Trustees,  Feb- 
ruary 8,  1882,  resulting  in  the  choice  of  David  J.  Cory,  John 
Ruthrauff,  Anderson  C  Heck,  Samuel  Howard,  Aaron 
Blackford,  Isaac  Steiner,  Thomas  Metzler,  Elijah  P.  Jones, 
and  Eli  DeWolf,  of  Ohio;  Isaac  Frazer,  S.  H.  Redsecker,  and 
J.  F.  Stoner,  of  Pennsylvania;  and  R.  M.  Paige,  of  Indiana. 
Isaac  Frazer  was  elected  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees; 
E.  G.  DeWolf,  Secretaey,  and  E.  P.  Jones,  Treasurer. 

The  College  has  endured  the  trials  incident  to  a  young  in- 
stitution beginning  without  endowment.  But  since  1897  it 
has  been  conducted  on  the  income  from    tuition,    endowment 
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interest  and  gfifts,  and  has  added  to  its  endowment  several 
thousand  dollars,  besides  the  debt  against  the  school  has 
been  cut  down  to  a  few  thousand  dollars.  Confidence  is 
3^early  increasing-  in  its  financial  standing"  and  its  manage- 
ment.  The  friends  of  the  school  are  arranging  to  make  be- 
quests to  provide  for  a  larger  endowment.  The  outlook  for 
the  College  is  bright  and  its  work  is  approved  by  the  church 
which  established  and  supports  it. 
Courses. 

The  College  offers  three  regular  and  six  special  courses. 
These  courses  have  been  planned  to  meet  the  wishes  and 
needs  of  different  students.  The  Colleg-e  recog-niz.es  the 
fact  that  the  same  studies  and  the  same  courses  are  not 
suited  to  all  minds,  and  that  different  powers  are  possessed 
by  different  students,  and  that  these  call  for  a  diversity  of 
instruction.  At  the  same  time  the  Colleg-e  has  been  lead  to 
observe  that  the  student  needs  guidance,  and  that  the  guid- 
ance can  best  be  obtained  by  pursuing  one  of  the  regular 
and  systematic  courses.  The  student  is  free  to  select  that 
course  which  seems  best  suited  to  his  talents  and  aim  in 
life. 

Board  and  Rooming. 

The  College  does  not  furnish  board,  but  the  faculty  will 
render  all  possible  aid  to  the  student  in  securing  all  non- 
resident students  in  their  places  of  rooming  and  boarding. 
When  students  board  in  private  families  they  must  procure 
the  approval  of  the  registar,  and  will  then  be  expected  to 
conform  in  genaral  to  the  regulations  of  the  family  with 
which  they  may  have  their  residence.  Families  receiving 
boarders,  whether  in  clubs  or  otherwise,  will  be  expect- 
ed to  co-operate  with  the  authorities  at  the  College  in  pro- 
moting the  interest  and  welfare  of  students  thus  associated 
with  them. 

The  aim  will  be  to  throw  around  all  students  such  an  in- 
fluence as  will  make  them  feel  at  home,  at  the  same  time  to 
protect  them  from  all  temptations  to  vice  or  immoral  con- 
duct— so  make  children  feel  at  home  and  parents  feel  se- 
cure. 

Students  can  procure  board  in  private  families,  including 
room,  light  and  fuel,  from  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  week. 

Board  in  clubs  can  be  had  for  $1.50  to  $2.30  per  week, 
room  rent  not  included. 

Room    rent   will    be   as    follows:    Unfurnished    rooms     per 
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month  $1.00  to  1.50;  rooms  furnished  with  tables,  chairs, 
bedstead  and  stove,  50c  per  week;  rooms  furnished  through- 
out and  cared  for,  75c  per  week.  Weekly  rates  are  per 
capita,  and  contemplate  two  occupants  to  each  room. 

Rooms  can  be  had  for  self  boarding-,  and  those  who  desire 
to  do  so  can,  in  this  way,  room  and  board  at  rates  yet  lower 
than  those  above  mentioned. 

Government. 

The  regime  of  the  College  aims  to  secure  the  highest  good  of 
all  concerned.  With  this  end  in  view  no  student  is  denied  any 
privilege  that  can  be  consistently  granted,  and  which  is  com- 
patible with  his  work  as  a  student;  he  is  allowed  even'  legiti- 
mate means  of  attaining  the  end  contemplated  in  the  college 
course.  On  the  other  hand,  the  discipline  of  the  College  aims  at 
such  regulations  of  the  habits  of  study  and  deportment  of  the 
students  as  will  be  conducive  not  only  to  a  proper  standard  of 
workmanship,  but  also  to  the  highest  possible  standard  of  moral 
integrity — the  highest  type  of  pure  manhood  and  womanhood. 
Discipline  necessarily  involves  the  two  elements  of  instruction 
and  regulation.  All  students  connected  in  any  way  with  the 
College  are  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  thereof,  and  are 
amenable  to  the  faculty  at  all  times  and  places  while  retaining 
their  membership  in  this  institution. 

Religious  Influence. 

Findlay  College  aims  at  the  development  of  the  entire  man, 
and  recognizes  the  culture  of  the  heart  as  an  essential  factor  in 
this  work.  The  faculty  is  composed  of  Christian  men  and 
women,  who,  by  precept  and  example,  endeavor  to  lead  their 
students  to  a  love  of  truth  and  a  desire  for  vital  piety. 

All  students  are  expected  to  attend  devotional  exercises  in  the 
College  Chapel  daily,  and  Church  and  Sabbath  School  regularly, 
either  at  the  College,  or  at  such  other  places  as  may  be  selected 
at  the  beginning  of  each  term  by  the  student  or  parents.  And 
as  there  are  twenty-four  Churches  and  Sadbath  Schools  in  Find- 
lay,  ample  opportunity  will  be  afforded  for  all  regularly  to  attend 
Divine  Worship. 

Students'  prayer  meetings  and  Bible  classes  will  be  organized 
at  the  beginning  of  each  College  year,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Y.  M.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.  which,  during  the  years  past,  have 
been  well  attended,  and  have  developed  a  good  degree  of  inter- 
est, and  the  regular  weekly  Church  prayer  meeting  at  theCollege 
is  accessible  to  all  who  care  to  attend. 
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Literary   Societies. 

Excellent  opportunities  for  culture  in  composition,  debate, 
public  speaking,  criticicm,  and  parlimentary  usage,  are  afforded 
by  the  literary  societies. 

Two  societies  are  generally  in  succesful  operation,  conducted 
by  students,  under  the  general  regulations  of  the  College,  —  the 
Aristotelian  and  Peranian,  for  both  ladies  and  gentlemen.  These 
societies  have  large  hails  40x50  feet,  well  lighted,  heated  and 
ventilated,  and  elegantly  furnished.  Meetings  are  held  regular- 
ly every  Monday  evening  to  which  visitors  of  both  sexes  are  ad- 
mitted. 

Numbers. 

The  number  attending  College  is  not  large,  and  for  this  reason 
special  and  personal  attention  is  given  to  each  student.  Every 
one  can  recite  each  day  in  every  class,  and  have  his  work  re- 
viewed and  difficulties  removed,  and  the  path  to  the  next  lesson 
indicated. 

The  number  is  not  so  small  as  to  destroy  healthful  association. 
The  meetings  of  the  students  are  familiar  and  pleasant. 

Self-Help. 

The  student  who  has  small  means  will  find  opportunity  to  help 
himself  by  work  of  various  kinds.  Some  students  maintain 
themselves  by  setting  type  and  running  the  press  in  the  printing 
offiice.      Other  work  will  be  provided  as  means    are  secured. 

A  self-help  fund  has  been  started,  to  which  gifts  are  solicited. 
Admission. 

The  College  in  all  its  departments  is  open  to  students  of  either 
sex. 

All  applicants  to  enter  any  department  must  present  testimon- 
ials of  good  moral  character. 

One  who  comes  from  another  institution  must  submit  a  cer- 
tificate of  honorable  dismissal,  signed  by  the  president  or  sec 
retary. 

Students  entering  for  advanced  standing  will  be  required 
to  pass  an  examination  in  all  studies  previously  pursued  by  the 
class  they  wish  to  enter. 

Grades  from  colleges  in  good  standing  will    be   accepted,    sub- 
ject to  the  proper  adjustment  to  our  courses. 
Withdrawal. 

It  is  required  as  a  condition  of  dismissal  in  good  and  honorable 
standing,  that  every  student  wishing  to  withdraw,  shall  submit 
such  request  to  the  faculty  in  writing. 
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Fees.

$3.00  Chemical  Laboratory,  deposit  fee  for  breakage,  $2.00.

Collegiate  Department,  Diplomas,  #5.00.  Special  Depart- 
ments  Diplomas,  $3.00.

Total  expenses  per  quarter  will  vary  from  $30.00  to  $50.00, 
or  from  $120.  to  $180.  per  year.  Students  may  reduce  these  rates 
by  economy,  or  they  may  increase  them  by  spending  more  mon- 
ey than  is  actually  necessary.  Tuition  is  payable  one  quarter  in 
advance. 

Undergraduate  Courses   and  Degrees. 

The  College  offers  the  following  courses  of  study  of  four  years 
each: 

1.  A  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

2.  A  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of    Philosophy. 

3.  A  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

4.  Six  courses  that,  when  completed,  will  entitle  the  student 
to  a  diploma,  but  no  degree. 

Post-graduate  Studies  and   Degrees. 

Post-graduate  study  is  permitted  to  graduates  of  this  College 
and  other  institutions  of  equal  standing,  and  degrees  will  be 
recommended  under  the  following  conditions; 

Master's  Degree. 

The  Master's  Degree  will  be  conferred  on  all  those  who  have 
taken  the  Bachelors  degree  in  this  College,  or  in  any  other  re- 
putable college  or  university,  on  the  following  conditions: 

1.  The  candidate  shall  have  spent  one  year  in  a  course  of 
post-graduate  study  marked  out  by  the  Faculty,  pass  satisfactory 
examinations  at  the  College  in  the  course  of  study  pursued,  and 
present  a  satisfactory  thesis. 

2.  The  same  degree  will    be    conferred  upon  those    graduates 
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of  three  years  reputable  standing  who  give  evidences  of  having 
been  engaged  for  at  least  two  years  in  study  and  reading  under 
the  advice  of  the  Faculty,  and  who  have  presented  a  satisfactory 
thesis  upon  some  assigned  subject.  This  privilege  is  restricted 
to  graduates  of  this  college. 

Applicants  for  post-graduate  study  will  receive  full  informa- 
tion as  to  the  courses  by  applying  to  the  President  of  the  College. 

Special  Studies. 

It  is  a  general  requirement  that  all  students  shall  pursue  one 
of  the  regular  courses  leading  to  a  degree.  But  those  who  are 
prevented  by  peculiar  circumstances  from  pursuing  all  the 
studies  of  a  course  may,  by  permission  of  the  Faculty,  pursue 
certain  studies  for  which  they  are  especially  qualified. 

Prizes. 

The  Avey  Prize  of  the  value  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  is  offer- 
ed by  Wm.  A.  Avey  for  the  best  oration  given  at  a  contest 
near  the  end  of  each  school  year.  The  contestants  are  to  be 
two  from  each  literary  society,  victors  in  a  preliminary  contest 
held    inthe  societies.     The  rules  of  the  contest  are: 

i.     The  orations  shall  be  original  in  thought  and  individuality. 

2.  The  orations  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  2,000  nor  more 
thau  2,500  words. 

3.  The  prize  shall  be  awarded  by  five  distinterested  judges, 
chosen  from  different  professions,  one  by  the  faculty  and  two 
by  each  of  the  literary  societies. 

4.  They  shall  judge  of  subject,  subject  matter,  style  and  de- 
livery. Delivery  shall  count  40  per  cent,  each  of  the  others  20 
per  cent. 

5.  The  Contestants  shall  furnish  each  judge  with  a  type 
written  copy  of  his  oration  at  least  one  week  before    the  contest. 

6.  Conviction  of  plagiarism  within  two  years  shall  work 
forfeiture  of  the  prize. 

The  Gymnasium. 

Findlay  College  believes  in  the  "All  Around  Man."  It  be- 
lieves in  physical  education,  not  merely  in  physical  development. 
The  aim  of  this  department  is,  therefore,  not  merely  to  develop 
great  atheltes,  but  to  so  educate  the  body  that  it  will  best  serve 
the  heart  and  mind.  A  Gymnasium  has  been  equipped  with  ap- 
paratus on  the  first  floor  of  the  College  Building.  Men's  baths 
arc  in  the  basement.  Prof.  Harold  Hamnett,  physical  director 
of  the  city  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  is  in  charge.

Admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  of  the  Classical  Course  will  be 
granted  upon  satisf actor}'  evidence  of  proficiency  in  the  follow- 
ing branches. 

English — The  common  branches,  including  Analysis,  Com- 
position, Rhetoric,  General  History,  United  States  History,  De- 
scriptive and  Physical  Geography.  Botany  and  Zoology. 

Mathematics — Arithmetic  completed,  two  terms  in  Algebra, 
Plane  Geometry  and  Elementary  Philosophy.

Collar  and 
Daniel's  Beginner's  Latin  Book  and  Allen  and  Greenough's 
Grammar  are  used  during  the  first  two  terms,  after  which  Allen 
and  Greenough's  Grammar  will  be  used. 

Greek — White's  Beginner's  Greek  Book  (or  an  equivalent), 
and  Goodwin's  Greek  Grammar;  Anabasis,  four  books;  Greek 
Selections;  Greek  Prose  Composition  and  Classical  Geography. 

Philosophical. 

For  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  in  this  course  the  re- 
quirements are  the  same  as  for  the  Classical,  with  a  substitu- 
tion of  two  years  work  in  English  instead  of  Greek. 

Scientific. 

For  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  in  this  course,  the  re- 
quirements  are   the   same  as   for  the  Philosophical. 


SCHEDULE  OF  STUDY. 

The  numbers  opposite  the  years  indicate  the  quarter.  The  numbers  opposite 
the  studies  indicate  the  number  of  recitations  each  week.  Thus,  in  the  Classical 
course,  Freshman  year,  Greek  recites  five  days  of  the  week,  in  each  of  the  four 
quarters. 

A  thesis  is  required  in  each  quarter  of  the  Junior  year,  and  an  oration  each 
quarter  of  the  Senior  year,  in  all  courses.

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THEOLOGICAL   DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  is  under  the  special  direction  of  the  Presi- 
dent 

Rev.  Chas.  rianchester,  A.  M.f  D.  D. 

Findlay  College  is  the  gift  of  the  Church  of  God  to  the  rising 
generation,  and  the  chief  object  of  the  giving  was  that  the 
children  of  the  Church  might  have  Christian  training  within  its 
own  environment,  and  that  those  who  are  called  to  the  ministry 
might  have  training  for  that  important  and  blessed  work.  A 
peculiar  training  is  required.  To  meet  this  unique  demand,  a 
course  of  study  has  been  provided,  and  in  connection  with  the 
other  courses  offered,   is  a  fair  training  for  the  ministry. 

There  are  two  courses  open  to  those  studying  for  the  ministry; 
the  Ministerial  and  Theological.  The  Theological  is  open  only 
to  those  who  have  completed  an  Academic  course  or  its  equiva- 
lent, while  the  Ministerial  course  is  open  to  all  who  possess  the 
necessary  qualifications  and  sufficient  scholarship  to  enable  them 
to  pursue  this  course  with  profit.  The  Professor  of  Theology 
will  decide  the  qualifications.  Those  desiring  to  pursue  this 
course  mast  bring  proof  of  Christian  character.  The  course  will 
be  free  from  sectarian  bias. 

Financial  and  other  Aid. 

Aid  in  securing  remunerative  work  will  be  given  students  as 
far  as  practicable.  Those  who  first  make  application  are  the 
ones  favored.  Some  of  the  Annual  Elderships  have  rendered 
financial  aid  to  young  men  coming  from  their  own  states. 
Others  have  received  direct  aid  from  individual  friends  of  them- 
selves and  the  College.  All  will  be  done  that  is  possible  to  aid 
worthy  young  men  and  women  preparing  for  the  ministry. 

We  shall  be  pleased  to  receive  help  from  our  friends  in  pay- 
ment of  tuition,  in  books,  or  otherwise  that  we  may  give  more 
aid  to  those  who  are  at  our  doors. 

Scholarships. 

Through  the  generosity  of  friends  of  the  College,  and  to  aid  in 
the  education  of  young  men  and  women,  a  number  of  Scholar- 
ships have  been  endowed  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars, 
(unlimited),  and  some  limited  scholarships  in  smaller  amounts. 
A  majority  of  these  scholarships;  while  remaining  private  prop- 
erty of  those  who  have  purchased  them,  have  been  tendered  to 
deserving  young  men  and  women.     These  cover   all   cost   of   tu- 
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ition,  and  have  thus  proved  a  help  to  worthy  and  self-dependent 
students.  The  scholarships  which  have  been  thus  in  use  during 
the  past  year  are  as  follows:  Taylor,  Martha  Wertz,  Schrader, 
Ayers,  Bolton,  Henderson,  Forney,  D.  Wertz,  Elizabeth  Brandt. 


We  seek  to  prepare  young  men  and  women  for  effective  Chris- 
tian service  in  all  fields.  Those  who  are  preparing  to  enter 
the  foreign  mission  field  will  find  an  excellent  preparation  in  our 
ministerial  course.  We  give  special  prominence  to  the  English 
Bible  and  practical  work.  Our  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  Y.  P. 
S.  C.  E.,  W.  M.  S.,  the  Children's  Band,  the  College  Sunday 
School,  two  Mission  Schools,  and  frequent  calls  to  the  neighbor- 
ing churches  give  excellent  opportunity  for  the  practical  work.

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CONSERVATORY  OF  MUSIC. 

Rollin  C.  Ward,  D.  M„  Director.

Culture,  Harmony,  Counterpoint,  Canon,  Fugue,  Composition, 
Music  History,  Art  of  Conducting,  Sight  Reading,  Trio,  Quar- 
tette and  Ensemble  playing. 

Piano. 

All  students  of  the  piano  are  required  to  pursue  the  most 
thorough  modern  system  of  technical  training  practicable,  special 
attention  being  given  to  hand  formation,  the  cultivation  of  touch, 
interpretation  and  correct  musical  taste.  Beginners  and  those 
not  far  advanced  are  especially  welcome,  as  they  possess  few  or 
none  of  the  erroneous  ideas  and  bad  habits  which  are  so  easily 
formed  by  incorrect  teaching,  or  by  careless  practice,  and  which 
prove,  in  many  cases,  almost  insurmountable  obstacles  to  high 
cultivation.  They,  therefore,  receive  more  rapidly  the  correct 
fundamental  principles,  and  can,  as  a  rule,  make  steady  and 
rapid  progress,  uninterrupted  by  the  tedious  process  of  unlearn- 
ing bad  habits  which  retard  the  advancement  of  those  less  for- 
tunate.

Octaves,  Op.  19,  No.  2;  Nicode,  Etudes,  Op.  12;  Bach's  Lighter 
Compositions;  Two  and  Three  part  Inventions;  Preludes  and 
Fugues;  Sonatas  and  pieces  of  Beethoven,  Brahms,  Chopin, 
Weber,  Haydn,  Mozart,  Schubert,  Schumann,  Liszt,  Meudels-

Voice  Culturs. 

Cultivation  of  the  voice  in  singing  is  now  regarded  as  an  im- 
portant branch  of  education.  Like  many  other  natural  powers, 
it  is  given  to  us  in  a  rude  state,  and  we  have  to  develop  it 
through  the  means  which  art  has  revealed  to  us;  but  we  must  ex- 
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pect  the  development  to  be  slow,  and  it  should  be  managed  by  a 
faithful  instructor.  Probably  no  branch  in  musical  culture  has 
been  so  much  neglected  as  taht  which  relates  to  the  development 
of  the  voice.  The  study  of  voice  culture  is  especially  useful  in 
giving  strength  and  vigor  to  weak  or  sore  throats,  teaching  how 
to  use  the  throat  with  ease,  not  becoming  tired  or  hoarse. 

Instruction  in  this  department  includes  the  correct  use  of  the 
respiratory  organs,  muscles  of  respiration  and  of  the  throat; 
the  study  of  the  union  of  the  registers,  study  of  the  correct 
formation  of  the  vowels,  and  the  proper  use  of  the  consonants; 
study  of  the  solfeggi  and  the  application  of  words;  exercises  for 
obtaining  flexibility  of  the  voice  through  proper  exercises  in 
scales  —major,  minor,  chromatic;  study  of  embelishments  suit- 
able to  different  kinds  of  songs;  study  of  English,  Italian,  and 
German  songs;  the  development  of  the  voice  to  suit  the  parlor, 
church,  and  public  hall. 

Studies  used:  Concone,  Marchesi,  Panofka,  Viardot,  Spicker, 
etc;  with  songs  from  the  best  classical  and  modern  composers. 

Harmony.  Harmony  is  as  necessary  to  a  musical  student  as 
grammar  and  rhetoric  are  to  a  literary  student.  It  gives  a  stu- 
dent not  only  an  insight  into  the  structure  of  composition  but, 
also  helps  him  to  read  music  with  greater  facility  There  will 
be  two  classes;  one  devoted  to  Harmony  proper,  and  the  other 
to  advanced  Theory,  including  Imitation,  Canon,  Counterpoint, 
Fugue,  and  Form. 

Books  used:  Harmony;  Richter,  Albrechtsberger,  Palmer. 
Counterpoint,  Imitation,  Canon,  etc;  Richter,  Bridge.  Form; 
Cornell,  Goetschius. 

History  of  Music.  All  students  are  required  to  take  at  least 
one  year  of  Musical  History.  No  student  can  intelligently  ren- 
der any  composition  unless  he  is  familiar  with  the  life  and  char- 
acteristics of  the  composer,  and  knows  something  of  the  period 
in  which  he  lived.     The  class  will  meet  once  each  week. 

Violin.  As  no  instrument  is  so  capacious  or  diversified  in  its 
character,  and  no  one  so  entirelv  dependent  in  every  particular 
on  the  conception  of  its  manipulation  as  the  violin,  it  will  be 
at  once  seen  that  thorough  and  careful  training  is  necessary  to 
become  a  good  violinist.  The  fact  is  that  correct  teaching  is 
indispensible,  for  there  never  was  a  self-tanght  violinist.  Many 
imagine  they  can  glean  from  so-called  self-instructors  all  that  is 
necessary  to  become  a  passable  player,  but  find,  when  it  is  often 
too  late,  that  they  have  only  made  themselves  a  source  of  annoy- 
ance to  their  friends,  besides  being  constantly  harassed  by  a  feel- 
ing of  inferiority  when  in  the  presence  of  musicians,  and  what   is 
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still  worse,  they  find  that  they  have  acquired  bad  habits,  which, 
if  they  did  wish  to  reform,  could  never,  (if  of  long  standing,) 
be  entirely  overcome.  This  department  of  Music  offers  good 
advantages  and  an  experienced  teacher  for  this  kind  of  instru- 
ment. 

A  prescribed  course  will  be  followed,  consisting  of  Joachim's 
new  school  for  violin,  in  which  the  aim  will  be  to  give  the  stu- 
dent a  thorough,  general  and  practical  acquaintance  with  up-to- 
date  methods.  After  having  acquired  the  necessary  technical 
ability,  the  student  will  be  advanced  to  the  higher  studies  of  style 
and  execution  of  Schradieck,  Kreutzer,  Rode,  Fiorilla,  etc. 

Pipe  Organ.  Aside  from  the  position  the  organ  holds  as  a 
means  of  culture,  there  is  a  growing  demand  for  good  organists 
in  Churches  as  well  as  in  schools.  The  plan  of  work  provides 
for  thorough  training  in  all  that  pertains  to  a  mastery  of  the  or- 
gan for  Church  and  concert  uses,  including  special  exercises  in 
playing  Church  music  and  voluntaries,  drill  in  technics  and  reg- 
istration. The  course  is  arranged  to  give  a  knowledge  of  the 
different  schools  of  organ  music  as  represented  by  the  best  com- 
posers of  each. 

There  is  a  fine  Estey  two-manual  pedal  organ  iu  the  College 
on  which  lessons  are  given  and  on  which  pupils  may   practice. 

Cabinet  Organ.  In  this  Department  a  systematic  course  of 
instruction  is  given  in  technical  execution,  in  playing  Church 
music,  short  voluntaries  and  interludes;  all  of  which  exercises 
are  intended  to  fit  persons  fully  for  the  various  uses  to  the  in- 
strument, and  at  the  same  time  to  serve  as  preparatory  training 
for  the  more  advanced  study  of  the  pipe  organ. 

Recitals.  Public  recitals  will  be  given  once  each  term. 
Private  recitals  will  be  given  every  two  weeks.  All  pupils  are 
expected  to  attend  these  recitals  regularly  and  perform  whenever 
requested  by  the  teacher.  These  performances  give  pupils  great 
freedom  before  the  public,  and  also  give  them  confidence  in 
themselves. 

Lessons  Missed.  No  lessons  missed  by  pupils  will  be  made 
up  except  in  case  of  sickness  when  more  than  one  lesson  is 
missed,  in  which  case  the  loss  will  be  shared  equally  by  the 
Conservatory  and  student.  Lessons  occuring  on  National  Holi- 
days will  be  made  up. 

Pupils  are  required  to  pay  their  tuition  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
College,  strictly  in  advance. 

Free  Advantages.     Two  half-hour  lessons  in   Ear  Training 
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will  be  griven  each  week  to  all  Theory  students. 

All  advanced  Piano  students  will  be  admitted  to  the  Symphony 
Class  which  will  meet  once  each  week  for  an  hour. 

All  Conservatory  students,  and  others  who  can  read  Vocal 
Music  will  be  admitted  to  the  Chorus  Class  which  meets  once  a 
week. 

All  students  of  the  Orchestral  Department  will  be  admitted  to 
the  Sight  Reading  and  Orchestral  Class. 

Graduation.  Graduation  Diplomas  will  be  granted  to  those 
who  complete  the  course  of  Voice  and  Theory,  or  any  one  in- 
strument and  Theory.  Three  years  at  two  lessons  per  week  are 
required  in  Theory,  and  from  three  to  four  years  in  Voice  or 
Instrumental,  owing  to  the  degree  of  proficiency  at  the  time  of 
beginning  and  the  advancement  made. 

Music.  All  music  that  pupils  require  from  time  to  time  will 
be  supplied  by  the  teachers  at  reduced  rates.

Shorthand.
